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Returns, still they may be regarded as not very deficient, and so far satisfactory 
as affording an approximate idea of the extent to which insanity prevails through 
out the country. In poorhouses the decrease is certain, the relative numW 
being in 1851, 2,893; in 1855,2,000. ls 

There is also, we are happy to state, a very marked diminution of lunatics in 
gaols, a diminution which has been going on for several years — the numbers 
formerly confined in them being upwards of 500, while at present there are only 
156 in custody; and before the close of the current year we hope to disembarrass 
all the gaols with the exception of those belonging to the districts of London- 
derry, Clonmel. Carlow, and Armagh, of their lunatic inmates. This object will 
be attained on the completion of the additional accommodation to which reference 
has been already made in previous Reports. 

It will, however, be necessary to increase the accommodation at the four asy- 
lums above enumerated, as they are not spacious enough to meet the requirements 
of the districts tu which they belong ; and we think it desirable that they should 
be enlarged each to an extent varying according to circumstances, sufficient to 
admit of from 60 to 100 additional patients ; but as we mean to enter more fully 
into this subject when we come to speak of the lunatic inmates of poorhouses, it is 
unnecessary to dwell upon it here. 

Reverting to the diminution of lunatics in gaols, we have always entertained 
’ strong objections to the residence of insane persons in such places, where they 
' must necessarily interfere with the discipline and order which it is desirable to 
have observed amongst prisoners, and occupy, too much, the time and attention of 
the resident officers; our feelings on this subject have been frequently expressed 
in Reports to your Excellency’s predecessors. W e have accordingly endeavoured 
to do away with tlm very objectionable practice of committing lunatics to gaol 
under the 1 Vic., c. 27, and subsequent Acts specially passed to provide for the 
safety of insane persons when outrageous and dangerous to themselves or to the 
public, but which are frequently taken advantage of by the friends of parties as 
affording an easy and inexpensive mode of having them transmitted to an asylum, 
without either the trouble of a formal application to the Governors, or of con- 
veying them directly to the institution. So far this practice has been, in a great 
measure, an evil which could not be well avoided ; consequently, when committals 
had actually taken place, and .the informations, medical certificates, &c., were 
regular and in accordance with the Act, we facilitated removals from gaols as 
early as. possible in all cases where vacancies existed in district asylums. On the 
completion of the new institutions, and of the enlargements in question, we pur- 
pose to submit to the executive the propriety of communicating with the magis- 
tracy,. and recommending justices not to issue a warrant of committal for any 
lunatic unless it be first shown by the parties interested, that application had been 
made to the proper district asylum without effect, or that the attack was so sudden 
and dangerous as to render the committal of the individual to prison, absolutely 
necessary fur safety, without the delay of awaiting the result of an application to 
the asylum authorities. 

Of those classified as lunatics in poorhouses, nearly two-thirds are of the 
female sex. Generally speaking, they are harmless, decrepit, and chronic cases; 
occasionally, however, their malady assumes an acute character, when the usual 
course is taken for their transmission to the district asylum to whieh they 
belong. 

With regard to the lunatics, idiots. &c., at large (mentioned in the foregoing 
abstract at No. 6), a material difficulty would seem at first sight to present itself, 
as. to how asylum accommodation should be provided for such a number. On 
this point, however, we may observe, that in a Report on the general condition 
ot the insane in Ireland we have thought it advisable to include not alone those 
who. are absolutely demented, and, as such, under official supervision, either in 
public institutions or private establishments, but also the idiotic, and those who, 
from repeated attacks of epilepsy, are liable to insanity in its most aggravated 
and dangerous forms — -particularly, too, as from these classes the district asylums 
receive, from time to time, a large proportion of their inmates. But we are by no 
means to be understood as indicating a necessity for accommodation to any thing 
approaemng the amount of the above numbers ; we merely put forth the fact of 
the extent to which mental disease in every phase prevails, as well as those affec- 
tions, which may be regarded as identified with it, at the same time expressing our 
conviction that nothing can tend more to the advantage of the general community

lamentably diminished the efficacy of those asylums as hospitals for the cure f 
insanity. This result had been foreseen by one of the medical witnesses Dr 
Cleghorn, of Swift’s Hospital ; that eminent physician stated, that e places of this 
kind, unless under a strict rule for a limited term of residence, beyond which n 
patient should be allowed to remain, will shortly become asylums for mad 
people, and not . hospitals or places for the cure of insanity.’ Of the 2151 
inmates of the district asylums, no less than 688 are classed as incurable.” ’ 

The case is nothing changed since that period, or, rather, to repeat the words 
of the Report, ‘-the increased and rapidly increasing number of incurable cases 
have lamentably diminished the efficacy of those asylums,” the incurables in them 
at the time to which our present returns are made up being no less than 2 295 
or about 66 per cent, on the total number. 

Further on, at page 5, speaking of the operation of the asylums, the Report says- 

“ The system is one which, if applied exclusively to the cure of the malady and 
if the asylums were relieved from the pressure produced by the increasing 
number of incurables, appears to the Committee in its essential points to be 
deserving of confidence and approval ; but unless so relieved, by some alteration 
in the present law, or of the present practice, the admission of new cases must 
necessarily be limited, and may ultimately be restricted within very narrow 
bounds indeed. The .necessity of some change in this respect is admitted by 
all the witnesses, as well as proved by the documentary evidence before thp 
Committee. 

It will be only necessary to quote another passage from the Report in ques- 
tion, to show how deeply the Committee were influenced by the feeling that 
in asylums especially provided for the purpose, lunatics and the insane of’every 
denomination should be alone located ; and we are moreover desirous of pointing 
to the fact, that of the five following propositions recommended to the attention 
ot the Legislature, the only one not carried into effect, or taken at all into con- 
sideration, is that in which the residence of the insane in workhouses is so dis- 
tinctly condemned. 

“ The Committee are desirous of impressing on the House, as the result of 
their inquiries, the following propositions, on which they have formed the strongest

On reference to the Appendix,* in which we hate given an abridgment of 
tee Acts, the 1st and 2nd Geo. IV., c. 38, 5tli and 0th Vie., e. 123 and 8th 
and 9th Vic., c. 107, will be found the most important, the first named bang the 
Act upon which all the subsequent statutes relating to public asylums ai _e based. 

They have all, however, been so frequently amended, added to, taken fiom, 
and have become so mixed up and intertwined one with another, that the neces 
sitv for reducing them into a simple and intelligible form, in the shape of a single 

comprehensive measure, will be apparent to the most casual observer. _ 

The 1st and 2nd Geo. IV. is the Act under which district asylums originally ut and 2nd Geo. 
were established. It makes provision of funds for the erection of asylums, and IY. 
for their support and maintenance; empowers the Lord Lieutenant to appoint 
the Local Governors, and also to appoint Commissioners for Control and Corres- 
pondence, who are to be Commissioners for Erection of Asylums. The functions 

vested in the Commissioners for Control and Correspondence m allthat relates 

to the working, internal management, and general regulation of these ^ylm 
have, however, of late years, devolved solely and entirely upon the Inspectors, 
while the erection of the buildings is m the hands of the omm 
Public Works, the powers of the former Commissioners having ceased to exist. 

The 5th ami 6 &l Vic., c. 123, is the Act regulating ; private asylums It «h and 6th Y.e. 
makes provision for licensing private houses for the reception o una ic 6 
ing to the wealthy classes, or those who can afford to pay lor their support , 
lays down the rules under which they are to be admitted ; and provides lor the 
inspection and official control of such establishments. This Ac , an exp 
mental one, passed so far back as 1842 , was only intended to last for thiee 
years; it has, however, been continued by tlie introduction of shor c 
time to time, and is still in force. 

The Central Asylum for criminal lunatics was established, aim at the same time 8tl and 9th . 
the Lord Lieutenant was empowered to enlarge existing or erect new is ri 
asylums ; and on the completion of enlargement and extension of district asylums, 
lunatics were to be removed from bouses of industry. . . . 

The Cork Asylum was also declared a district asylum, and provision made tor 

lte Thfthrerah”v^eXo C ned Acts embrace, as we have said, fie main features 
of present legislation on Irish asylums; and with the English statute as a theses de 
model, would, we believe, afford a very good basis upon which to construct a 
measure in unison with the advance which has of late years been mane in an 
* App. Jfo. 1, P- 25. 
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matters relating to the care and treatment of the insane. We do not mean tn 
propose that an Act should be passed for this country similar in all respects to 
that now in force in England, although, if circumstances admitted of it it 
might be advisable. W e, however, look forward to a consolidation of the present 
statutes, and to an assimilation of them so far to the English Act as may be 
consistent with the system under which the lunatic asylums in Ireland have been 
organized. 

As might be expected from the great advance in the prices of provisions, and 
of almost every other article of consumption, the expenditure of the various 
District Lunatic Asylums has sensibly exceeded that of former years; still, all 
things taken into consideration, it has been moderate: and. the several Boards of 
Governors, while continuing to evince a praiseworthy desire to provide liberally 
for the necessities of the Lunatic poor, have not overlooked the interest of the 
ratepayers whom they represent. 

The following table shows at a glance the outlay of each Asylum for the 
two years, with the average expense per head per annum of each patient :

The average cost of maintenance, including every expense, was therefore, as 
above, £17 9 a. 4 d, for the year ending 3 1st March, 1854, and £19 15*. 10 d. for 
the year ending 31st March, 1855, showing a difference of £2 6$. 6d. per head 
m favour- of the former year. 

As a general rule, the Asylums containing most inmates exhibit the lowest 
averages, as Ballinasloe, Belfast, Cork, and Limerick, which show for the first 
year, conjointly, an average of £15 1 6s. lid., and for the second, £18 10*. 5 U 
Richmond Asylum, however, the largest institution of the kind in Ireland, is an 
exception to the rule, the averages for the two years, respectively, being £17 4s. lli. 
and £21 17s. 4 d.; but the high prices at which the necessary commodities of life 
generally range m the metropolis, will sufficiently account for this difference. 

The length of time the Asylums have been established appears also to exercise 
a beneficial influence upon the expenditure, the Armagh and Waterford (the two 
smallest District Asylums in Ireland, and which have been in operation — the 
former for thirty, and the latter for twenty years) showing, comparatively, very 
low averages, while those lately occupied, as Kilkenny, Killarney, and Omagh, 
give the highest averages ol all, owing, in a great measure, to incidental expenses 
attendant on their opening. 

The Asylum at Cork is the only one in which no material change has 
occurred, the increase during the year ending 31st March, 1855, being. but 
. ’ P e . r “ ea d per annum on the outlay of the preceding year, while the 

increase m the other establishments varies from £1 to £4, Londonderry alone 
excepted, where a diminution has taken place in 1855. This diminution is, 
however, accounted for by the fact that. the Omagh patients were taken away in 
1854, thus leaving the expenditure for that year to be distributed over a reduced 
number of inmates. 
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We annex in a tabular form a statement of the average cost per head, on Average cost per 
salaries, wages, diet, and clothing, respectively, as being the most important liead ,a salaries, 
items of expenditure in these Institutions.

Looking to Ballinasloe, Belfast, Cork, Limerick, Londonderry, and Richmond Difference in 
Asylums, which taken together afford an average of 325 inmates each, for the averages, 
year ending 31st March, 1855, the annual outlay in salaries and wages is but 
£3 11s. per head, while in the remaining eight Asylums, which only give an 
average of 150 patients, we have it raised to £5 13s. 6d. The advantage 
which the larger institutions thus obtain in an economical point of view, is, as 
regards the staff, very important. 

The several averages on Diet alone range in 1854 from about £5 to £7, and 
in 1855 from about £7 to £9 ; but in the cost of clothing there is very little 
difference between the two years, in 1854 it was £l 4s. 8 d., and in 1855, £l 2s. 9d. 
per head. 

The inmates of the several district asylums on the 31st March, 1855, amounted Number in 
to 3,299 ; the number being at the corresponding period of our last Report, 2,870; Asylums, 
or, 1,447 males, and 1,423 females ; thus showing an increase of 429 within two ^ 

years, namely, 205 males, and 224 females ; and it is satisfactory to find that as pp. 44 & 45 . 
facilities for early admission have been extended by means of the new district 
asylums which have lately come into operation, proportionate advantages have 
been obtained both in a curative and sanitary point of view, as will appear from 
he following summary, in which the admissions, discharges, and deaths, that 
ave occurred during the years 1853-4, 1854-5, are contrasted with those of the 
wo P re vious years. With regard to the admissions, it should be borne in mind 

B 
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that two new asylums, viz., Kilkenny and Killarney, were opened in the year 
1852-3, which circumstance, by adding to the admissions for the two years ending 
31st March, 1853, to an unusual exent, renders the contrast in favour of the 
period of which we are treating less remarkable than it otherwise would be.

The admissions, according to the foregoing, during the two years ended 31st 
March, 1855, exceeded the admissions' of the two former years by 208, namely, 
133 males, and 75 females. The excess of recoveries was 64;' or, 49 males'and 
15 females. The number discharged cured being 879, and relieved, 253, which 
taken together, give a per centage of 49 on the admissions ; while the mortality, 
notwithstanding the increase of inmates, is less by 5 than in the two former 
years ; being a little more than 10 per cent on the total number under treat- 
ment. 

The system of providing for inmates of district asylums occupations suitable 
to their condition is carried out on an extensive scale, and with the best results. 
There were employed on a given day, which we have taken as affording a com- 
prehensive view of the state of the asylums in this respect, l,89lpersons, of whom 
962 were males, and 929 females. _ Of the males, 441 were engaged in gardening 
and agricultural labour ; 83 in various trades, as weaving, shoemaking, tailoring, 
&c. ; and 438 in a variety of miscellaneous employments. Of the females, 537 
were occupied in needlework, spinning, knitting, quilting, and fancy work ; 134 
m the laundries ; 172 in house cleaning ; and 89 in miscellaneous employments. 

The proportion of employed to the whole number under, treatment is 57 
Per cent; a very favourable proportion, when it is remembered that of the 

on? P atlents ’ were probably incurable, and 366 epileptics and idiots. 

The benefits which the insane have derived from religious observances, in 
the various asylums to which chaplains are attached, have been during the 
two past years very perceptible. A large majority of the patients continue to 
attend the chapels of the asylums on each Sunday, and by their calm and 
collected demeanor during divine service, evince a sense of the purpose for which 
they are assembled ; and it is not alone on the Sundays but during the week 
many of them look forward to the visits of the chaplains with the greatest 
anxiety. ° 

On the subject of religious instruction in the treatment of mental disease, our 
continued experience bears us out in the opinion “that a very large proportion of 
the inmates of an hospital for the insane, are capable of deriving advantages 
from that form of religious observance in which they have been brought up ; and 
that hence it becomes an obvious duty to provide the necessary means of public 
worship m every lunatic asylum.” No doubt, in his general ministrations, and 
still more in his private communications, the chaplain of an asylum should not 
lose sight of the characters of his hearers, nor of the great judgment and delicacy 
called for m their regard. But it is not the patients alone who feel the important 
advantages of the services of ministers of religion in these establishments; for it 
f°r ' k 0 re . ecte ^ the instruction imparted by them, and the performance 
of divine service, canpot fail to produce a marked moral benefit on the attendants 
also, who may be considered,. from the nature of their duties, as in general debarred ' 
from a due_ and regular attendance at their respective places of worship on 
Sundays and '.other days of devotion. 
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We shall not at present refer any further to this subject, as its merits have 
been so fully discussed, and we have from time to time expressed our convictions 
thereon ; the more especially too while the legal points raised by the Belfast 
Board of Governors remain in abeyance. 

The quantity of land occupied by the district asylums is 413 acres, 1 rood, Quantity of land 
and 17 perches, statute measure ; being an average of 29 acres, 2 roods, and attached to 
7 perches, for each. In some places, however, as in Armagh and Waterford, ynms * 
there is a* much smaller quantity, namely, in the former, 8 acres, 3 roods, and App.No. 6,p. 43. 
15 perches ; and in the latter, 14 acres, 2 roods, and 12 perches : in both cases 
we are of opinion that additional ground might be procured with advantage. 

The outlay and general produce on works and farming, for the two years, 
is shown in the Appendix,* by which it appears that the net profit for the year 
ending 31st March, 1854, was £1,828 13s. 10£(/. ; and for the year ending 
31st March, 1855, £2,150 55. 4 \d.\ when the land lately brought into cul- 
tivation at many of the asylums is got into proper working order, and a uniform 
and comprehensive system of computing the value of the garden and agricultural 
produce used in the institutions adopted and strictly enforced, we have no doubt 
whatever but that still more satisfactory results will be made manifest. 

The Armagh Asylum, for the Counties of Armagh, Cavan, and Monaghan, was Armagh Asylum, 
the first of the kind established in Ireland ; it was opened in 1825, and has 
consequently been thirty years in operation ; it is conducted in a very satisfactory 
manner. The number of each sex for which it is intended is 67 ; and it contains 
at present 60 males, and 66 females, being within 8 of its full complement. 

Independent of other considerations, as regards increased accommodation, alluded 
to in the opening pages of our Report, we would wish to see more spare beds in 
this institution, as there has been from time to time a want of accommodation, 
especially for females ; and the manager states in his yearly report to the Board 
of Governors, that “ occasionally there has been a pressure for room, and some 
unavoidable delay.” 

The Ballinasloe Asylum, opened in the year 1833, was originally built for 152 Ballinasloe 
patients : it was increased, however, in 1851, so as to accommodate 340, viz., Asylum. 

180 males, and 160 females. The district was in the first instance comprised of 
the counties of Galway, Mayo, Sligo, Roscommon, and Leitrim. Of these, Sligo 
and Leitrim have been detached and formed into a separate district, with an asylum 
at Sligo, now on the eve of being occupied by the patients belonging to those 
counties, who will be removed from Ballinasloe before the expiration of a fort- 



night from the present date. 

The number in this asylum at present is 337 ; or, 181 males, and 156 females. 

The admissions during the two years were 167 — 79 males, and 88 females; cures, 

96 — 49 males, and 47 females ; deaths, 59 — 26 males, and 33 females ; showing 
a very favourable per centage, both as regards recoveries and mortality. 

A circumstance occurred at this Asylum in 1853, which as it was the subject Investigation 
of a special investigation, and was brought under the notice of the then Lord relative to the 

Lieutenant, the Earl of St. Germans, we deem it right to refer to. We alleged* 1 ^ 

allude to the death of a patient, which it was alleged was caused by the cruelty, 
cruelty of an attendant. A coroner’s inquest had been in the first instance held, 
the minutes of which were forwarded to our office by the Manager of the asylum. 

The verdict found by the jury exculpated all parties concerned ; but as it did 
mot appear from the evidence that a sufficiently strict course of inquiry had 
been followed, a special Board was summoned to inquire into the circumstances, 
when the facts were fully entered into. And although it could not be proved 
that the attendant had caused the patient’s death by ill-treatment, the Board 

felt satisfied that unnecessary violence had been exercised in restraining him. 

It appeared also that mechanical coercion was used without the knowledge of 
the manager or visiting physician. Altogether the circumstances were such as 
.warranted the Board in ordering the attendant to be dismissed, as well as another, 
who grossly prevaricated in his statements, from a manifest desire to shield his 
fellow-servant. As regards the manager, the conclusion arrived at was, that he 
■had not been sufficiently strict in his supervision of the attendants, for which 
negligence he received a strong official reprimand. 

, The Belfast Asylum opened in 1829. The original extent of its accom- Belfast Asylum,

This asylum is in the most beautiful part of Ireland, being less than a mile 
from the town of Killarney ; it is built upon an elevated site, with a fine view ot 
the neighbouring lakes; the land belonging to it has been appropriately laid out 
and planted, and consists of pleasure grounds, garden, and farm, all ot which, as 
in other District Asylums, are kept in order, and cultivated by the patients, under 
the superintendence of a steward, who is a permanent officer of the institution. 

Damp and dry rot, which, however, have been since obviated, showed themselves 
in this building soon after its erection, but not to the same extent as at the 
Eglinton. oc . , 

There were admitted into this establishment during the two years 85 patients— 

40 males, and 45 females ; and the number discharged cured was 13, a much 
smaller proportion of recoveries than is to be found in any other asylum, being 
less than 16 per cent, oil the admissions. Looking, however, to the numbered 
incurables, which is 85, and idiots and epileptics, 10, in the Asylum, tne disparity 
is accounted for. The deaths amounted to 16 — 7 males, and 9 females, being 
less than 9 per cent, on the number under treatment. t 

The general working of this Asylum, however, affords us satisfaction, as it has 
been conducted with regularity and attention to the various details of manage- 

mG The Limerick in 1827, was the second District Asylum established in Ireland; Llmenclc Asylum, 
it is available for about 340 patients, and, at present contains 31 3. In 1852, 
seventy-one patients belonging to the county of Kerry were removed to the 
Killarney Asylum, which reduced its number to 270 ; the progressive addition 
to its inmates since that period, amounts therefore to forty-three ; and as a 
further and decided tendency to increase is evinced, as will be. observed from 
the returns of each year, it is apparent that the full extent of its accommoda- 
tion will soon again be in requisition. The admissions during the two years 
amounted to 179—91 males, and 82 females; the cures to 74—40 males, 
t*nd 34 females; the deaths to 30—16 males, and 14 females. The reco- 
veries, consequently, averaged a little over 41 per cent, on the admissions, 
and the mortality 6 j per cent, on the whole number under treatment, an exceed- 
ingly low per centage indeed, and one which tells favourably for the sanitary 
condition of the Asylum ; although the prevalence of cholera during the year 
1849, which made alarming ravages in this establishment, when only a few 
isolated cases occurred in the other asylums throughout Ireland, caused us to 
feel some apprehensions on the return of the epidemic in the last year. .

A serious defalcation occurred in the provisions supplied to this Asylum. On its 
discovery an investigation, at which one of the Inspectors attended, was held 
by a very full Board of Governors, when it appeared that a system of collusion 
had been carried ou for some time between the contractor and the storekeeper 
and credit given for more meat than was actually received. The clerk was 
summarily dismissed ; but unfortunately, as the Governors had not sufficiently 
direct evidence to prosecute to conviction, they were obliged to forego legal 
proceedings. With regard to the manager, though exculpated of all knowledge 
or suspicion of the proceedings, the Board expressed their great dissatisfaction 
at ms neglect oi proper superintendence ; and were it not for his length of

fJales or a little over 31 per cent, on admissions. The mortality was 11£ 
er cent, on the total number under treatment, the deaths during the two years 
having; amounted to ninety-seven. . 

This high per centage is attributable to two principal causes — cholera and 
influenza, both of which were very prevalent in 1S54, the deaths from cholera 
alone in one month being seventeen. . . . . „ , 

The Waterford Asylum, now in operation since 18o3, contains at present its Waterford 
full complement— 130 inmates, of whom 61 are males and 69 females. There Asylum - 
were 100 admissions in the two years— 47 males and 53 females ; 43 recoveries 
—21 males and 22 females; and 18 deaths— 9 males and 9 females; the per- 
centage of recoveries on admissions is consequently 43, and of mortality some- 
what less than 8 per cent, on the number under treatment. 

In addition to the above, the building erected at Sligo for 250 lunatics,, and Sligo Asylum, 
iust declared a District Asylum for the Counties of Sligo and Leitrim, has within 
the last two or three days commenced to receive patients — 17 cases, 6 males 
and 11 females being already transferred thereto, by warrant of the Lord 
Lieutenant, from the County Gaols ; and in a few days arrangements will be 
completed for the admission of 81 cases from Ballinasloe. The officers and 
attendants have been in occupation of the house for a considerable time, getting 
its various departments into order ; the grounds, too, are undergoing the neces- 
sary cultivation by direction of the Board of Governors, who have met on several 
occasions to make contracts, and transact the usual preliminary business. . 

Having now submitted as succinctly as possible to your Excellency, our views Superannuation 
on the subject of lunacy, in reference to its general bearing as a question of public 01 umcers * 
interest and economy, and, at the same time, briefly stated the characteristic 
details of each district asylum in Ireland, we close this portion of our report with 
the expression of our belief, that it would be most beneficial for these institutions 
if a retiring allowance was secured by Act of Parliament, to deserving officers 
and attendants who, from length of service and zeal, in the discharge of then- 
duties, have just claims on public consideration. This allowance is absolutely 
requisite for the efficient management of lunatic asylums; as, from motives of 
charity and an unwillingness to discharge old servants without some after-means 
of support, they are. kept on at a serious inconvenience. 



In our last Report we stated that the Central Asylum erected at Dundrum, a ®^ undrtl ^.|^ 
under the provisions of the 8th & 9th Victoria, cap. 107, for the safe custody of Criminal Lunatics, 
insane persons charged with offences in Ireland, had been., from its opening up 
to that period, eminently successful. The favourable opinion . then expressed of 
its working has been fully borne out by our subsequent experience. The num- 
ber of patients at present confined in it amounts to 126, or seventeen more than 
in June, 1853. The building was originally constructed for the reception of 
]20 lunatics; hut in consequence of some slight interior alterations, we have 
increased the accommodation by ten additional beds; and thus we calculate on 
being enabled to meet the requirements of the country, in conformity to the Act. 

W ith regard to admissions, we adhere, as much as possible, to the rule adopted on Admissions, 
the formation of the establishment during the Viceroyalty of the Earl of Clarendon, 
by restricting them to cases of a grave character, or to those where, though the 
offences might not have been very serious in themselves, the offenders had evinced 
particularly dangerous symptoms, or inveterate propensities of a criminal nature. 

Thus, it appears to us, the spirit of the Act is amply supported, the community at 
large protected, and every just deference conceded to the opinion or prejudice of 
the public against the association of criminal with unaccused or harmless lunatics; 
otherwise, if all the insane accused of misdemeanors, such of them as cannot 
procure bail to keep the peace, and those acquitted of petty larcenies, vagrancy, 
and the. like, on the plea of mental derangement, were to be confined in the same 
institution, after the lapse of a few years no inconsiderable portion of the lunatic 
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poor of Ireland would be found therein; and hence an unfair, and, for the » j 
of justice, a most uncalled-for expenditure would be entailed on’Governin f 
At the present moment, for example, there are many insane persons hodT ■ ' 
district asylums and in prisons, charged with minor offences and assaults wliint 
on investigation, for the most part, turn out to be of a trivial character ■ fr 
quenth, too, resulting from provocation, and for which, were the parties resn™' 
sible, little more than a nominal punishment would be awarded; still thoutrh 
lunatics come within the category of “criminal” equally with homicidal patient, 
they cannot reasonably be deemed fit subjects for state confinement, probably ten 
it incurable, for the whole term of their existence, and each at an average cost T’ 
maintenance alone, of some five-and-twenty pounds a-year. W e make these cm 
sory observations as expressive of our sentiments with reference to the custody and" 
support of criminal lunatics, inasmuch as an opinion is prevalent in the public 
mind that it is obligatory on the executive to transmit them all without anv HV 
tmction whatever, to the Central Asylum at Dundrum. Various applications 
on this subject have been made both to the Under-Secretary, Colonel Larcom 
and to our office, by governors of asylums and boards of gaol superintendence 
from their construction of the eighth clause, which enacts : — “ That when- 
“ ever and as soon as the said Central Asylum shall be erected, and fit f™ 
the reception of criminal lunatics, it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant to 
order and direct that all criminal lunatics then in custody in any lunatic asvlrnn 
1, 01 '# a ? 1 >® w ^ 0 sha } 1 th.eimfter be in custody, shall be removed to such asylum 
« . sba1 } b ,f k ept therein, so long as such lunatics respectively shall be detained 
in custody. If such be the strict letter of the law, and that the Sth & 8th 
Victoria debars the Lord Lieutenant of discretionary jurisdiction in the matter 
the asylum at Dundrum will require immediate enlargement for fully two hundred 
and fifty inmates; or else a new clause must be introduced to obviate the difficulty 
by givmg his Excellency a power of selection. 

We have already mentioned that the total number of lunatics in the establish- 
ment was 126. The following Table affords a general abstract of their state:—

Rvolving on the whole class of homicides and those who have committed Responsibility, 
dangerous assaults on the person, it is difficult to assign how far responsibility 

v or may not be occasionally attached to certain individual acts. When 
"ersons are thoroughly insane it is clear they are accountable for no crime, 
however frightful in itself; practically, however, from experience we would 
conclude that lunacy has not always been so developed as to _ destroy every 
idea of right and wrong, and a consequent feeling of responsibility ; whilst it 
may have happened in a case or two within our cognizance that insanity was 
assumed to escape the ends of justice. _ . 

The difficulties thrown in the way of liberating lunatics from the Central Observations with 
Asylum after recovery, and the length of their subsequent detention — for it is reference to tie 
only by warrant of the Lord Lieutenant, based upon the certificate of the physi- 
cians and the final report of the inspectors, that they are set free has afforded m£UienC y 0 f cure, 
some precise information on a point which is not so satisfactorily arrived at m 
ordinary institutions, from which patients are promptly discharged — viz., the per- 
manency of cure. We have several cases where the parties seemed to have recovered ■ 
their reason perfectly, and relapsed. One man (a homicide) who was steady and 
rational for nearly three years, became, without apparent cause, suddenly and 
boisterously insane ; and now again, at an interval of four months, is tranquil 
and quite collected. Another, who came in highly excited, continued so, with 
little variation, for- two years, when he rapidly got. well to all appearance, 
remained so about eighteen months, and is now again as bad as ever. Some 
continue well for months, and then relapse ; and all while under the favourable 
circumstances which comfort, regularity, and a healthy residence can produce. 

A peculiarity has hitherto marked these recurrent attacks — with one exception, 
they have been confined to the male sex. 

Occasionally, too, it has come within our observation • that a perfect restora- Fixity of delusion 
tion of the mental powers takes place, so far as can be judged by an undeviating 
reasonableness of conduct and conversation, although the original delusion, which 
led to acts the most insane, continues in full force. W e gave, in a former report, 
the details of a case where the captain of a ship killed seven of his crew at a short 
distance off Cork harbour. For twelve consecutive years, this man had periodical 
attacks of violent madness ; within the last four, however, he has shown no 
symptom whatever of disease ; his time is principally devoted to pious reading ; 
though never spoken to on the subject of his offence, (according to an established 
rule in the Asylum), still, of his own accord, he has lately expressed his conviction 
that the crew actually mutinied with intent to murder him. The delusion is thus 
as fixed as ever, and, did a second opportunity present itself, the consequences, 
as far as depended on him, might, under similar circumstances, be alike unfortunate. 

As may be supposed, in an institution such as the Dundrum Asylum, many of 
the patients are at times highly excited and intractable ; others morose and 
reserved, as if, in the sort of twilight intelligence they retained, their minds were 
engrossed with one train of ideas, or some painful remembrance of the past. 

Among others we have a remarkable case of this character in a homicide, who Peculiarities 
for five years, with only three exceptions, where he suddenly made some short among unatics. 
and angry observations, has maintained an unbroken silence ; he smiles occa- 
sionally, if he hears any thing amusing, but never condescends to laugh. This 
man will stand with his head bent to his chest for four or five hours together in 
the same exact position, and resist being moved simply by the vis inertim ; yet he 
goes, when called, to his meals, and behaves most correctly at table. At the female 
side too, there is an infanticide, very taciturn and reserved, with a strong predis- 
position to self-destruction ; her attempts are always with broken glass, which 
she endeavours to secrete ; scissors and knives may be safelv entrusted to her. 

A gloom hangs over this woman, her conversation is most rational — in the one 
object alone, and by the one mode of attaining it, is her insanity displayed.. We 
mention these individual cases as characteristic of many, and thus illustrating to 
your Excellency, on subjects more or less professional, that general information 
which we would desire to convey. 

With the exception of two attempts at life, but neither fatal, we have had no Attempts at life, 
serious cases to refer to officially since the date of our last report. In the first 
instance, a lunatic inflicted a deep wound on his own neck with a razor ; m 
the second, a convict from Spike Island, at the time deemed quite harm-

We have on former occasions recorded the satisfactory manner in which the Efficiency of the 
officers and servants of this Asylum fulfil their respective duties, and in concluding staff, 
these our observations relative to the Central Asylum at Dundrum, and which, 
we trust, will be found to embrace every point of interest and importance since 
the period of our last Report, we, with equal justice and willingness, refer the 
continued beneficial working of the establishment to the same parties and to the 
system of management, medical and moral, carried out by the visiting and resident 
physicians, in accordance with the code of rules drawn up by the Inspectors and 
sanctioned by the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council. 



Your Excellency is aware that private lunatic asylums in this country are Private asylums, 
placed under our supervision by the 5th and 6th Vic., c. 107, the 10th clause 
of which Act directs, that the inspectors annually report on their general 
condition to the Lord Lieutenant and the Lord Chancellor, at the same time 
affording such particulars in reference to them as may be deemed advisable. 

We have accordingly done so, our two last private Reports being addressed 
(in the interval between the present and the last Parliamentary or General 
Report) to your Excellency’s immediate predecessor, the Earl of St. Germans, Reports to the 
and to the Right Honourable Maziere Brady. In these reports we stated, that Lord^Wenant 
it continued to be our particular study in the. discharge of the duties, . as ce ^ or< 
defined by the above-named Act, and more especially the thirty-fourth section 
thereof, to examine minutely into the system of management, classification, and 
mode of treatment adopted in these establishments ; and to impress upon the 
various proprietors the obligations imposed upon them to provide for the com- 
forts and conveniences of those confided to their charge, in a manner commen- 
surate with the payment they receive for each patient, not only by affording 
them a good and sufficient dietary, served with propriety and attention to social 
observances, comfortable apartments, and domestic accommodations becoming 
then’ position in life, but also in regard to occupations, amusements, and the 
proper employment of time — all objects of paramount importance, the due atten- 
tion to which is of no less moment for certain classes of the insane than for per- 
sons in the full possession of their mental faculties. 

The number of private asylums in operation at present is the same as men- Number of private 
tioned in our last Report ; the lunatics, however, have increased by thirty-six, a asylums, 
circumstance corroborative of a fact which our experience in public institutions 
fully bears out, that insanity is not on the decline in this country, proportionate 
with the reduction in the general population. 

The improvements observable from year to year, since the passing of the Act, 
afford the strongest proof of the foresight and wisdom of the Legislature in 
thus particularizing the duties of the inspectors, and giving them the authority 
of an Act of Parliament to enter into details, and the mode of conducting these 
establishments, as also to correct . any abuses or irregularities they may find to 
exist in them. 

At the date of our First Annual Report, which was made in the year 1 843, Increase of 
twelve months after the passing of the 5th and 6th Victoria, the patients con- una ICS> 
fined in private licensed asylums amounted to 373, of whom 161 were males, 
and 212 females. From that period up tp the present they have been annually 
increasing, there being under treatment on the 1st January, 1855,. 459, viz., 252 
males, and 207 females; showing an increase of eighty-six lunatics, or twenty- 
three per cent, on the number under treatment a year after the Act had come 
into operation.

that of an unmarried lady, Miss J , aged 43, who was admitted into the 

asylum on the 31st May, labouring under a violent attack of mania. _ From the 
evidence given on the inquest, held by the coroner for the county, it appeared 
that injunctions had been given to the servant in whose charge the lunatic was 
placed, not to leave her for a moment until she was relieved by some other nurse 
or attendant. Four days after admission, she having, as she stated in her evidence, 
other duties to perform, left the lunatic alone, trusting to a strait waistcoat which 
she put on (without the knowledge of the Superintendent) for security. Returning 

shortly after, she found Miss J suspended from the rail of her bed, by 

the cord or lace of the strait waistcoat, of which she had, by some means not 
accounted for, managed to divest herself. Life at the time was quite extinct. A 
minute inquiry took place at the inquest, in presence of the brothers of the 
deceased lady, who felt satisfied that no blame lay with the proprietor ; as, had 
the attendant strictly adhered to the instructions which she admitted had been 
issued, the unfortunate occurrence could not have taken place. A verdict in 



accordance with the facts was found by the jury. 

Under all the circumstauces connected with the foregoing accident, the only 
course that presented itself, and which was immediately acted upon by direc- 
tions from this office, was to dismiss the attendant, and to impress upon the 
others, from the example before them, the great responsibility under which they 
lie, to pay implicit obedience to the instructions they receive, and the serious con- 
sequences that may, at any moment, follow a neglect of duty. 

Having occasion to animadvert in the year 1853 on the state of a private Issuing o 
asylum, we recommended the magistrates at quarter sessions in the October of lcences ' 
that year to give a conditional licence only. At the last October sessions, one 
of the inspectors attended at the request of the justices, when the chairman 
intimated to the various proprietors their determination not to grant a licence for 
any private asylum in future, without the full approbation of the Inspectors as 
to its management in every detail. _ t . 

The licences, orders for admission, and medical certificates, notices of dis- 
charges, and deaths, &c., with two exceptions, have been generally correct, save 
in some minor points, not necessary to notice in a Report to your Excellency, 
but which points we have not omitted to observe upon to the parties themselves 
a strict adherence both to the spirit and letter of the Act of Parliament being 
required by us. 

The first exception occurred in an establishment in the County Limerick ; the Omission to obtain 
proprietor having failed to apply for a renewal of his licence. W e felt it our lcence ' 
duty immediately to notify the fact to the Clerk of the Peace, for the information 
of the magistrates at quarter sessions : subsequently, however, being assured 
that the omission was not intended as an evasion of the law, and on the party 
undertaking to lodge an application for a fresh licence, to be taken into consider- 
ation at the quarter sessions next ensuing, and paying the full amount of fees for 
which he was liable in the first instance, we did not deem it necessary to interfere 
further. 



The second case was that of a medical gentleman, under whose care we disco- 
vered 3 idiotic patients. Having satisfied us that he acted from ignorance of the 
law in receiving them without due authority, we forebore to institute those legal 
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proceedings which otherwise it would have been our duty to follow up. Findin 
his house, however, on inspection, to be well suited for the reception often 
patients, we directed him to take out the necessary licence, to which he 
at once acceded. We think, with due care and some improvements that have 
been suggested to him, this establishment will ultimately become a very useful 
one for the reception and treatment of incurables and idiotic patients. 

We shall not unnecessarily trouble your Excellency by references to individual 
cases, which have been officialy brought under our observation, and on which we 
have duly reported ; or to lunatics confined singly in unlicensed houses, many 
instances of which we have become acquainted with during the past year, and in 
whose regard we have either personally or by letter communicated with their 
family or friends, for the purpose of bettering their condition, either by a change 
of residence, or by additional means of support.

single lunatics. charge of the individual sends a voluntary intimation to the Inspector’s office, wo 
may say we can have none but accidental information on the subject. Patients 
for example, are removed from asylums uncured, and we have not the means of 
tracing their subsequent abode, or even an authority to make inquiries thereon. 
Lunatics under the Lord Chancellor’s protection are, no doubt, safe ; but as to 
the others, it is impossible for us to say what treatment they ultimately receive. 
We are strongly inclined to think that all insane persons, whether placed on pen- 
sion or otherwise, should be inspected from time to time, and individual Reports 
made to the Lord Chancellor in each case. 

Referring to the annexed tables for the statistics of lunacy both in public and 
in private asylums, as obtained by us, through returns from these several institu- 
tions, and which are duly registered in this office,

APPENDIX No. 10. 

Forth e n Rules Defining tiie Duties of Chaplains in Lunatic Asylums. 

By tho Lord Lieutenant and Council of Ireland. 

St. Germans, 

Whereas, by an Order of this Board, of the 27th March, 1843, certain General Rules 
were made, framed, and established for tho good conduct and management of the several 
District Lunatic Asylums in Ireland. And Whereas, by another Order of this Board, 
hearing date the 13th of April, 1844, certain alterations in the said Rules and Regulations 
were made. 

And Whereas it is expedient that certain further Rules should be added thereunto. 

Now We, the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council of Ireland, by virtue of tho powers 
given unto us by the statutes in that case made and provided do order and direct that the 
following further Rules shall be added unto, and form a part of, the said Rules and Regu- 
lations, made, framed, and established as aforesaid. 

1. That the respective Boards of Governors, the Managers, and Matrons of the District 
Lunatic Asylums in Ireland, do afford every facility to the admission of the several Chap- 
lains appointed thereto, in order to enable them to officiate according to their respective 
creeds, and to afford religious instruction and consolation to all patients, except such as 
shall be declared by tho Physician to be unfit and incapable of understanding the nature 
of the service, and of appreciating the effects of Religion. 

2. That the Chaplains shrill attend on Sundays, as well as on other days appointed by 
tho ordinances of their respective Churches, for religious service, which shall bo performed 
at such hours as shall be agreed upon as most convenient to the Clergymen of each Church ; 
and they shall in cases of illness visit at any time when noticed to do so. 

. 3< . Tliafc controversial subjects shall be scrupulously avoided, both in public service and 
m private visitations. 

4. That each patient shall, during his sojourn in the Asylum, bo visited solely by tho 
Clergyman of the religion to which ho belonged on his admission, and under the deno- 
mination. of which ho is registered. 

5. That each Chaplain do keep a separate Monthly Book, in which ho shall state the 
duties performed ; the number of visits to each patient ; the number of patients and 
servants attending divine service ; and the geuoral results of his religious ministrations; 
with such other observations as ho may think proper to make : and that he submit the 
same, when required, to the Inspectors, the Governors, and Physician of the Asylum. 

b. And wo do hereby further order and direct that the Thirteenth General Rule, made 
by the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council on the 27th March, 1843, be annulled ns regards 
tho patients of the religious denominations of the respective Chaplains; but that tho 
said Rule shall be in force as to all other patients. 

Given at tho Council Chamber in Dublin, the Fourteenth day of October, 1853.
